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(57) Abstract 

A method for sequencing a polynucleotide, comprises the steps of: (i) reacting a target polynucleotide with a helicase/primase enzyme 
(which may be immobilised), under conditions suitable for enzyme activity; and (ii) detecting the interaction between the enzyme and a 
nucleotide on the target, by measuring radiation. 
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
